Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  health  of  the  people  in  the  main  was  good  and  the  Birth 
Rate  and  Death  Rate  compare  favourably  with  the  corresponding 
rates  for  last  year  and  with  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  One 
very  disquieting  feature  of  the  report,  however,  is  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year.  This  is  particu¬ 
larly  evident  when  it  is  realised  that  the  Infant  Death  Rate  for  the 
area  during  the  year  was  approximately  double  the  national  rate. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  338,  171 
male  and  167  female,  resulting  in  a  Birth  Rate  of  18.9  per  1,000 
population  compared  wTith  17.6  for  1953.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  15  2.  Of  the  total  live  births  14,  9  male  and  5 
female  were  illegitimate,  an  increase  of  6  over  the  previous  year. 
There  was  also  a  slight  rise  in  the  number  of  Stillbirths  frcm  9  to 
11,  giving  a  Stillbirth  Rate  of  31.5  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births 

DEATHS. 

There  were  85  male  and  83  female  deaths  equal  to  a  Death 
Rate  of  9.4  per  1,000  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year 
was  8  7  and  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole  113.  Of  the  total 
deaths  65  per  cent,  occurred  in  those  over  60  years  of  age  and 
50  per  cent,  in  those  70  and  over.  One  male  and  three  females 
survived  their  90th  birthday,  the  oldest  female  dying  at  the  ripe 
old  age  of  96. 

Accidents  accunted  for  10  deaths,  the  ages  of  those  involved 
varying  from  a  boy  of  3  years  old  to  a  woman  of  82.  Three  of 
these  deaths  occurred  during  the  course  of  employment,  three  as  a 
result  of  cycling  accidents  and  two  boys,  aged  3  and  4,  were  run 
over  by  mechanically  propelled  vehicles.  One  man,  aged  55,  was 
electrocuted  by  touching  a  pipe  made  alive  by  a  short  circuit  in 
the  wiring  system  of  his  pig-sty,  while  the  old  lady  of  82  died  from 
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a  fractured  skull  as  a  result  of  falling  out  of  bed.  When  one  con¬ 
siders  the  amount  of  money,  labour  and  time  expended  in  endeav¬ 
ouring  to  lower  the  number  of  accidents  is  it  not  a  sad  state  of 
affairs  when  in  a  population  of  some  18,000  people,  6  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  can  be  attributed  to  what  one  can  only  call  care¬ 
lessness  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  somebody.  Parents  and  employ¬ 
ers  should  remember  that  they  are  morally  responsible  for  the  wel¬ 
fare  and  safety  of  those  in  their  care  and  the  individual  should  not 
forget  that  he  has  an  obligation  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  his  fellows 
as  well  as  his  own, 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Th  ere  were  17  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  50.3  per  1,000  live  births 
compared  with  a  rate  of  25.5  for  the  whole  country.  All  but  one 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  hospital.  Prematurity  was  the  cause  of 
11  of  the  deaths  and  the  remaining  6  were  due  to  congenital  mal¬ 
formation,  abnormal  presentation  or  infection. 

The  problem  of  Prematurity  is  a  very  large  one  and  although 
certain  factors  such  as  twins,  toxaemia  and  haemorrhage  during 
pregnancy,  injury  or  illness  of  the  mother  are  the  cause  of  a  great 
number  of  premature  births,  the  exact  reason  why  the  remainder 
should  occur  is  as  yet  not  fully  understood. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  years  1951  to  1955  samples  of  water  from  the 
mains  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were 
reported  on  as  satisfactory.  From  the  bacteriological  aspect  the 
conclusion  can  be  regarded  as  correct  since  each  sample  was  found 
to  be  free  from  any  undesirable  organisms.  The  results  of  the 
chemical  analysis,  however,  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be  classed 
as  altogether  satisfactory  on  account  of  the  terrifically  high  degree 
of  Total  Hardness,  present  in  each  of  the  samples.  A  study  of  the 
the  figures  given  below  will  substantiate  this  —

The  real  meaning  of  the  above  results  should  strike  you  more 
forcibly  when  you  realise  that  a  water  with  less  than  a  100  parts 
per  million  may  be  regarded  as  soft,  with  from  100  to  200  parts 
hard,  with  from  200  to  300  parts  very  hard  and  with  over  300 
parts  almost  UNUSABLE. 
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Hardness  in  water  is  objectionable  for  many  reasons  both  in 
industry  and  in  the  home.  The  most  important  one  in  this  area 
is,  I  think,  its  extreme  wastefulness  of  soap. 

It  is  estimated  tnat  I  lb.  of  chalk  (the  cause  of  hardness)  con¬ 
sumes  9  lbs.  of  soap.  This  is  evident  by  the  difficulty  found  in 
creating  a  lather  while  washing  and  the  resultant  scum  or  curd 
which  remains  when  the  toilet  has  been  completed. 

The  problem  of  the  removal  of  this  unnecessary  constituent 
from  our  water  supply  may  appear  formidable  but  it  is  not  in¬ 
surmountable  and  is  a  matter  which  merits  very  careful  consider¬ 
ation  by  all  concerned. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948. 

Under  Section  47  it  was  considered  necessary  to  remove  one 
old  man  of  87  to  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Mansfield.  After  his  dis¬ 
charge  from  hospital  a  place  was  obtained  for  him  at  the  Old 
Folk’s  Hostel  at  Southwell  where  he  has  settled  down  and  appears 
to  be  enjoying  to  the  full  the  amenities  provided  by  the  Welfare 
Department  of  the  County  Council. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1936. 

Six  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  Section  11 
of  the  Act  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  at 
a  reasonable  cost  of  being  so  rendered  fit.  Notices  to  this  effect 
were  accordingly  served  on  the  owners. 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  came  into  force  in  Aug¬ 
ust  and  a  survey  of  houses  likely  to  be  considered  as  suitable  for 
action  under  Section  1  was  carried  out.  One  of  the  problems  here 
of  course  will  be  finding  alternative  accommodation  for  the  present 
occupants  of  these  houses. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the 
year.  Also  to  the  Senior  and  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.  I  should  also  like  to  voice  my  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  two  clerks  of  the  Department  and 
the  help  they  have  given  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  ha  ve  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  details  of  this  work  together  with  observations  are  set 
out  in  Statistical  form  in  the  following  pages. 

All  the  many  varied  branches  of  the  work  covering  environ¬ 
mental  and  food  hygiene  have  received  attention  but  because  of 
staff  shortages  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  when  an  interval 
of  five  months  elapsed  between  the  resignation  of  the  additional 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  successor  commencing  his  duties  it  was 
not  physically  possible  to  do  all  that  was  desired  and  necessary. 

In  July,  after  an  interval  of  14  years  the  onerous  duty  of 
meat  inspection  again  became  the  responsibility  of  your  Health 
Department  and  this  work  continues  to  make  demands  on  the 
liesure  time  of  your  officials,  fortunately  the  Housing  Repairs  and 
Rents  Act  1954  did  not  cause  the  extra  work  that  was  anticipted. 

The  most  serious  menace  to  health  and  comfort  during  the 
year  was  undoubtedly  tne  dissemination  of  dust  into  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  from  a  colliery  spoil  tip,  the  National  Coal  Board  were  co¬ 
operative  in  their  willingness  to  remedy  the  nuisance  but  unfortu¬ 
nately  because  of  supply  difficulties  it  was  not  possible  to  effect 
an  immediate  cure  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  final  measure, 
that  of  installing  a  rotary  spreader  at  the  discharge  point  has  still 
to  be  completed. 

Public  Cleansing  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  of  the 
health  services  and  one  which  must  be  efficiently  maintained  with 
clocklike  regularity  in  all  weathers, shortage  of  labour  due  to  illness 
and  to  vacancies  which  could  not  be  immediately  filled  upset  the 
momentum  of  collection  during  the  year  and  credit  is  due  to  the 
workmen  for  doing  the  job  so  well  at  times  under  very  difficult 
circumstances. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  your  con¬ 
tinued  support  and  pay  tribute  to  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for 
their  loyal  and  efficient  work  and  acknowledge  the  help  and  advice 
so  willingly  given  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  Chief 
Officers,

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Poliomyelitis. 

In  the  East  Ward  two  cases  of  the  paralytic  type  were 
reported  during  the  year  and  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  first 
case  that  of  a  girl  aged  18  months  occurred  in  July  and  the  second 
a  boy  aged  2  yeais,  became  ill  in  August.  As  both  children  had 
been  on  holiday  just  previously  it  is  likely  that  the  source  of  infec¬ 
tion  was  outside  the  area.  The  boy  has  now  fully  recovered,  but 
the  little  girl  is  still  receiving  treatment  for  some  residual  paralysis. 

Measles. 

In  November  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  oi  measles  left  no  doubt  but  that  we  were  in  for  an 
epidemic.  For  the  first  10  months  of  the  year  8  cases  were  reported 
as  compared  with  130  during  November  and  December.  A  study 
of  the  age  distribution  of  the  disease  shows  that  all  the  cases  but 
2  occurred  in  children  under  the  age  of  7  and  that  the  East  Ward 
was  practically  untouched.  No  serious  Sequelae  were  reported. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  25  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  fairly  well  dist¬ 
ributed  over  the  year  and  both  sexes  were  equally  involved.  Once 
again  those  affected  were  below  the  age  of  seven  years  with  the 
exception  of  one  case,  that  of  a  man  aged  66. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 

There  were  15  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  as  against  20  cases  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from 
the  disease  numbered  4.  Two  of  these  had  not  been  previously 
notified  to  the  Authority  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  conse¬ 
quently  were  not  entered  on  our  register.  The  one  case  of  the 
non-pulmonary  type,  tuberculous  meningitis,  occured  in  March 
and  the  unfortunate  child,  a  little  girl  aged  1 1  months,  died  in  a 
short  time  in  spite  of  treatment. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  review  of  cases  entered  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register  was  made  as  it  was  considered  that  among 
those  whose  names  had  been  there  for  many  a  year  some  would 
have  had  recovered,  changed  their  place  of  abode  or  even  have 
left  the  country.  As  a  result  27  names  were  removed  from  the 
register. 
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The  number  of  known  cases  of  all  forms  of  the  disease  on 
the  1st  January,  1954  together  with  details  of  notifications,  deaths, 
transfers  etc.  during  the  year,  and  the  state  of  the  register  on  31st 
December,  1954  is  given  in  the  table  below  : —

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  is 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your  Health  Department  and 
the  whole  of  the  district  is  now  covered  by  these  services.  Ford 
Thames,  7  cubic  yard  side  loading  refuse  collection  vehicles  fitted 
with  hydraulic  end  tipping  gear  are  used  for  collection  and  while 
these  have  been  fairly  satisfactory  the  question  of  using  larger 
capacity  vehicles  will  have  to  be  considered  if  the  present  rate  of 
new  house  building  continues. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Sills’  Quarry, 
Vale  Road.  Considerable  damage  again  ocurred  at  the  Council’s 
tip  during  the  year,  this  was  caused  by  unauthorised  persons 
trespassing  and  disturbing  and  sorting  over  the  tipped  refuse,  the 
disturbance  of  the  tip  face  caused  spontaneous  combustion  and 
the  resultant  fires,  besides  being  costly  and  difficult  to  control, 
created  a  serious  nuisance  of  offensive  fumes  and  smoke,  the  dis¬ 
turbance  of  the  tip  also  provides  additional  breeding  places  for 
flies  and  crickets  and  thereby  produces  a  potential  danger  to  health. 

The  Police  again  gave  valuable  assistance  to  the  Council  in 
this  matter  and  3  prosecutions  under  Section  76  of  the.  Public 
Health  Act  1936  were  successful  and  fines  and  costs  imposed 
amounted  to  £23-9-0d. 

The  upward  trend  in  both  demand  and  price  of  wastepaper 
continued  and  once  again  salvage  occupies  an  important  place  in 
the  Council’s  Cleansing  Service,  and  it  is  now  hoped  that  this 
activity  will  become  a  permanent  local  government  service  because 
besides  reducing  the  cost  of  refuse  collection  it  simplifies  the 
problem  of  disposal  at  the  tip. 
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The  following  costs  of  these  services  have  been  taken  from 
the  Chief  Financial  Officer’s  Accounts.

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  serviee  in  the 
District,  this  service  is  free  to  the  occupiers  of  residential  property 
and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  “Grant”  a  charge  to 
cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made  in  respect  of  busi¬ 
ness  premises  and  agricultural  property. 

The  occupier  of  any  land  or  premises  must  give  notice  in 
writing  to  the  Council  when  he  becomes  aware  that  rats  or  mice 
are  present  “in  substantial  numbers’5  The  co-operation  of  the 
public  in  giving  notice  of  very  minor  infestations  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Department  as  this  enables  prompt  and  efficient 
treatment  to  be  carried  out  before  any  serious  infestation  develops.

The  Annual  Sewer  treatment  which  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food  insist  upon  us  as  a  condition  of 
“Grant*’  was  carried  out  and  the  Northern  Outfall  Dual  system 
and  the  Forest  Town  system,  parts  of  which  in  previous  years 
were  infested,  was  this  year  found  to  be  free. 

The  chief  cause  of  infestation  of  sewers  on  new  housing  estates 
is  due  to  the  careless  habits  of  workmen  in  disposing  of  waste  food, 
this  encourages  rats  in  the  first  instance,  the  practice  of  providing 
sewers  and  drains  before  housing  development  without  effectively 
sealing  the  drain  openings  allows  easy  access  to  well-constructed 
“rat-runs.” 

Once  again  the  Ministry’s  Infestation  Division  gave  willing 
help  and  advice  and  besides  assisting  in  the  sewer  treatments 
loaned  their  excellent  window  display  which  was  installed  in  the 
local  library  window. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken. 

There  have  been  four  sources  of  atmosphoric  pollution  under 
observation  during  the  year  as  follows  : — 

1. — Smoke  emissions  from  a  colliery  smoke  stack  which 
showed  no  improvement,  this  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  National 
Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service. 

2.  —  Dust  and  grit  disseminated  into  the  atmosphere  from  a 
colliery  spoil  heap  and  belt  conveyor  system,  this  matter  was  the 
subject  of  a  petition  to  the  Council.  The  National  Coal  Board  were 
immediately  co-operative  and  covers  for  the  conveyor  belts  and 
tn  nsfer  points  were  at  once  ordered  and  are  now  installed,  water 
sprays  were  installed  at  the  discharge  point  and  when  levels  are 
satisfactory  the  final  measure,  namely  the  provision  of  a  rotary 
spreader,  will  be  put  into  use  at  the  discharge  point. 

3.  —  Fumes  from  an  emergency  spoil  heap  where  spontaneous 
combustion  had  occurred,  the  National  Coal  Board  took  prompt 
action  to  cloak  the  tip  with  a  covering  of  soil  and  the  nuisance 
was  abated. 

4.  — Discharge  of  unburnt  producer  gas  into  the  atmosphere 
during  the  manufacture  of  smokeless  fuel  in  a  low  temperature 
carbonisation  plant.  Owing  to  the  danger  of  an  explosion  at 
certain  period  of  the  process  the  burners  cannot  be  lit,  this  period 
lasts  for  about  15  minutes  for  each  of  the  three  retorts.  The  Firm 
concerned  and  the  designers  of  the  plant  are  now  investigating 
alternative  means  of  dealing  with  waste  gasses. 


SHOP  ACT  1950. 

Inspections  of  shops  under  this  Act  are  concerned  with  the 
health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers  and  attention  is  paid  to  heat¬ 
ing,  lighting,  ventilation  and  provision  of  washing  facilhies  and 
sanitary  conveniences.  Inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  same 
time  as  vhits  for  other  purposes.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936:  CAMPING  SITES, 
AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 
There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  ihe  district  but  the 
small  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  solve  their  housing  difficul¬ 
ties  by  living  in  moveable  dwellings  apply  to  the  Council  for  a 
licence  authorising  these  dwellings  to  be  placed  on  individual 
sites  and  these  applications  are  dealt  with  according  to  the 
circumstances  applicable  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  one  such  licence  was  renewed  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months. 


Dwellings  occupied  by  itinerent  hawkers,  only  in  the  district 
for  a  few  days  at  a  time,  were  inspected  during  the  permitted 
period  they  were  allowed  to  occupy  sites  without  a  licence.

how  to  eliminate  all  smells.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  enquiries 
now  being  made  will  result  in  the  elimination  of  all  offensive 
odours. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933 

Sixteen  persons  hold  licences  issued  by  the  Council  under  this 

Act. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  only  issue  licences  for  the  slaughter  of 
pigs  for  home  consumption  where  a  licensed  slaughterman  is 
employed,  and  in  cases  of  emergency  a  Cash  Captive  Bolt  humane 
slaughtering  pistol  can  be  borrowed  from  the  Health  Department. 


THE  RAG  FLOCK  &  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS 

ACT,  1951 

This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  premises  where  filling 
materials  are  used.  Premises  used  for  remaking  or  reconditioning 
of  any  article  are  exempt  from  registration.  There  are  no  regis¬ 
tered  premises  in  the  district  but  premises  where  articles  of  furniture 
are  reconditioned  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.

Serious  flooding  at  one  school  caused  by  surcharged  sewers 
during  periods  of  heavy  rain  was  investigated  jointly  with  the 
County  Sanitary  Inspector  in  December  1954  and  it  was  then 
recommended  that  an  anti-flooding  trap  be  inserted  between  the 
school  drains  and  the  main  sewer.

This  part  of  the  Council’s  work  increases  in  scope  and  variety 
year  by  year  and  with  the  post-war  development  of  insecticides  it 
is  possible,  with  one  exception,  to  give  a  satisfactory  treatment  for 
all  types  of  infestations.  The  exception  is  that  of  the  common  ant 
which  because  of  the  inaccessibility  of  the  queen  always  proves 
difficult  to  tackle  and  efforts  have  to  be  directed  to  keeping  the 
infestation  under  control,  fortunately  this  insect  pest  does  not 
convey  disease  nor  is  it  obnoxious. 

A  series  of  detailed  instructions  for  dealing  with  the  several 
different  species  of  vermin  and  insects  have  been  prepared  and 
these  are  greatly  appreciated  by  those  members  of  the  public  who 
prefer  to  take  the  necessary  action  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  frequent  treatments  were  carried 
out  at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  -works  to  prevent  the  breeding  of 
flies  and  crickets.

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The  Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order  was 
repealed  on  29th  June,  1954  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  handed  over 
the  responsibility  for  the  slaughtering  of  food  animals  to  private 
enterprise,  once  again  after  a  period  of  14  years  all  local  authori¬ 
ties  became  responsible  for  slaughterhouses,  the  inspection  of  meat 
and  ail  cognate  dudes  In  this  district  there  were  4  slaughterhouses 
in  use  in  1939,  of  these  only  one  was  considered  suitable  and  thus 
only after  considerable  improvements  had  been  carried  out  to 
provide  better  access  and  hanging  facilities,  this  slaughterhouse 
was  licensed.  4  further  applications  for  slaughterhouse  licences 
were  received,  three  of  these  were  refused  and  the  Ministry  of  Food 
agreed  to  the  Council  issuing  a  slaughterhouse  licence  in  respect 
of  the  remaining  application,  this  licence  was  issued  on  completion 
of  alterations  and  provides  good  facilities  in  the  Forest  Town  area.

Samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  and  samples  placed  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 
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WATER  ICES 

This  term  covers  frozen  confections  mainly  consisting  of 

water,  with  the  addition  of  fruit  juice,  sweetening,  colouring  and 

flavouring,  which  are  sold  under  a  variety  of  trade  names,  since 

water  is  the  main  ingredient  for  most  of  these  they  are  now  subject 

to  a  bacteriological  examination  similar  to  that  applied  to  the 

public  water  supply,  and  are  expected  to  attain  the  same  high 

standard  of  bacterial  purity.
